2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1 -2, 6-8, 1 0-14 and 1 6-21 is indicated because none of the prior art of record 
shows or fairly suggested the claimed invention as a whole having wherein the welding 
current is decreased to a second current not smaller than a second predetermined 
lower limit on detection of the short circuit between the welding wire and the welding 
base material, the welding current is maintained at the second current for a 
predetermined period by carrying out constant current control, and then the current 
having the gradient smaller than the gradient at the pulse rise of the current waveform 
of the pulse is applied.
